From the- Mississippi river west- 


ward through Louisiana and Texas to 
Lhc Rio Grande, along the border of 
tbe Gulf of Mexico, and extending in- 
ianii for from 50 to 100 miles is the 
Gulf Coastal Plain. The existence ot 
petroleum in this part of the country 
has been known as far back as I860. 
Since the beginning of the present oil 
development, the coastal plain has 
been examined, and its general under- 
ground condition to a depth of about 
2.000 feet has beea brought to view, 
although many questions as to under- 
ground structure remain unanswer- 
able until further orillins. 


With regard to the Spindletop oil- 


rock, the report states that its excep- 
tional character explains in a measure 
the remarkable features of the Spin- 
(Ik'top 
pool. Its 
extreme 
porosity 


favors the storage of a very large vol- 
ume "f oil, and also favors the yield- 
ins of this oil with very great rapidity 
when the reservoir is tapped. It also 
favors the early exhaustion of the oil 
in the pool, and its rapid replacement 
by the imderlyins salt water.
